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Military Geographical Commission 

1. "At Leningrad there is a Leningrad Commission of Military Geography. Xte 
chairman ie Itear -Admiral E. E. Shveds . The 1st Secretary is Captain of the 
let rank A. V. Osipov , This Commission has a special mission: the Investi- 
gation and study of military-geographical factors of the countries situated 
around the Baltic and Arctic Seas. The Commission collects every kind of data 
on the economic and moral potential pi' r.uch countries, and on their physical 
and geographical nature. Using r-uch data, it compiles 'military-geographical 
communiques 1 (syodki) which are distributed to all military training establish- 
ments and schools and to all headquarters of the Soviet Armed Forces . 

2* In the European part of the USSR there is also a Moscow Commission of Military 
Geography and Kiev Commission of Military Geography. 

Commissions are closely connected with the VGO (Vsesoyusnoe 
Qh-QQ&r&ficheBkoe Obshchestvo - All-Union Geographical Soc iety ) in Moscow . 

Military Telephone Security Regulations 

4. "According to an instruction issued to the Soviet Armed Forces in 1953, the 
rules for telephone conversation over the 4 .■-**■ ' forces networks are as follows: 

(a) Telephone conversations easily lend themselves to listening by a 
third party. Therefore discipline and secrecy in the talks are 
essential when using the telephone . 

(b) It is forbidden to call stations or persons openly. All calls 
must be made by 'call signs 1 agreed upon in advance. 

(c) When one station c alls another connected wi th it by direct line, 
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the call sign of the station ca.'.lcd must be mentioned, -mediately 
after the call signal, c. g., The seventh • or 'hawk , etc.; the 
station c all ed answers with its call sign, e. g., the seventh is 
listening 'or 'hawk! is listening etc . After the call the station 
nailing it must give: its call sign, e. g., 'the eighth speaking or 
'raven speaking 1 . 

If intermediate stations are used for a call, the intermediate 
station- must be called and the first station's own call sign given 
with the request to! call the final station requifed, e. g., Here 
Kuibyshev, call Kharkov'. 

If stations are connected through a 'commutator', the telephone 
operator calls the TsTs (commutator) and, after it has answered, 
mentions the required number or a call sign. 

The calling of official oersonagee to the telephone is effected only
